The Amendment filed August 2, 2004 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention, i.e., methods of combating movement 
disorder in a patient experiencing or susceptible to same, by administering a neurotransmission modulating composition comprising a 
5HT antagonist and/or alpha-2 antagonist, and presenting only claims drawn to non-elected inventions is non-responsive (MPEP 
821 .03). The new claims are not readable on the elected invention because they are directed to methods of combating movement 
disorder in a patient experiencing or susceptible to such movement during treatment with a dopaminergic medication, an 
anticonvulsant medication or an antianxiolytic medication comprising administering mirtazapine, as well as compositions comprising 
(i) a dopaminergic medication, an anticonvulsant medication or an antianxiolytic medication and (ii) mirtazapine. 

Applicants are given a ONE MONTH time limit or until the expiration of the response period set in the last Office Action, whichever 
is longer, to complete the response. NO EXTENSION OF THIS TIME LIMIT WILL BE GRANTED UNDER EITHER 37 CFR 
1.136(a) OR (b), but the period for response set in the last Office Action may be extended up to a maximum of SIX MONTHS.
